Mr. Hazlitt says: 

When I proposed to myself the superintendence of a new edition of Langbaine, with the 
additional matter published by Mr. Halliwell-Phillipps, F.R.S., F.S.A., etc., in i860, incorporated, 
I had no conception that beyond the entries and notes which I had gradually drawn together 
between i860 and 1890, much would remain to be done. But during the process of amalgamating 
these insertions, I descorered on every page of the work a proof that my predecessor had discharged 
his task in a manner infinitely more negligent and perfunctory than I had supposed, and it became 
• indispensable either to relinquish the undertaking, or to submit to the onerous duty of revising the 
volume from beginning to end. I was too warmly interested in my self-imposed labour to throw 
it up, and I had to face the sole honourable alternative. No one can even curiously examine the 
two impressions side by side without perceiving how entirely the text has been- castigated and 
improved ; but, of course, it will be easy for many to point out where I have failed, or might 
have accomplished more. 

One noticeable feature in the book as now produced is the removal in as many instances as 
possible of the loose practice by which the former editors admitted notices of the same play under 
two or three different heads. This, no doubt, arose from many of our old dramas possessing more 
than one title, or being known at different periods under various names; but a cross reference, 
seems to meet the difficulty, and to facilitate the study or command of all the existing facts' 



respecting a piece in one place. 
It will' 



be perceived that there are several entries of Antic-masques performed before royalty 
and at the Inns of Court. These exhibitions were for a time very popular ; and the idea is adopted 
by the compiler of the History •/ Friar Boon, first published about i64o, where Bacon performs 
successively a masque of the Five Senses and an antic-masque of Apes. 

In looking at a volume, such as that offered to the public in the present case, we have to 
recollect, and we must acknowledge, that, independently of its mere technical and literary interest, 
it recommends itself to our notice and regard as a rich source of political and social illustration, 
and during the whole period of time which it embraces, affords valuable side-lights upon the events 
and characters recorded in our annals. 

Thtre is, in t/uth, scarcely any phase or turn of our early history which is not touched by this 
Dramatic Chronicle. 

A tolerably exhaustive body of information on the reduction of history, legend, and fancy to 
a dramatic forri from the earliest infancy of our drama to the close of the seventeenth century 
ought to prove an acceptable companion to all lovers of such literature ; and the present maybe 
regarded as W* first attempt to carry out the design with even approximate completeness. The 
successive labourers in the field have, of course, contributed to the result now before the public, 
and without their cumulative work it might have been almost impossible to achieve so much, or 
to approach so many degrees nearer to finality.

This excessively rare work contains no less than nineteen beautifully coloured etchings by George 
Cruikshank, representing some of his earliest and at the same time mo!>t characteristic work. 
The book is probably known but to very few admirers of the artist, and those who are aware of 
its existence would now search in vain for such a perfect copy as the above. It is very notable 
that there was no copy in the tine library of Mn Mackenzie, which was remarkable, as containing 
one of the finest assemblages of books relative to the stage, and of books illustrated by George 
and other Cruikshanks. It also may he worth recording that the work is not mentioned by either 
Lowndes or Allibone, and though mentioned in Reid's Catalogue of George Cruikshank's Works, 
it is describe J as rive vols only, the compiler of that work being evidently unaware of the 
attempt to complete a sixth (of which only two numbers were issued, the remainder of the volume 
being made up with reprints of Old Plays, etc., to give subscribers return for their payments). 

The figures, which represent many of the most famous actors and actresses in character that 
graced our stage, are exceedingly interesting and striking. From this feature alone the scarcity 
of the work could be accounted for, as it is well known that for many years past the craze of 
extra-illustrating theatrical books and lives of individual actors has been at its highest, and for 
this purpose these admirable representations would be eagerly hunted for.

This on its first appearance excited the raillery of the " Witt " of the day, because of the author's 
audacity in choosing to think for himself, and to write an epic poem on a principle contrary to 
the ancient and approved receipt for its construction. This was treated as a high crime against 
the laws of Parnassus, and the author himself deemed worthy of banishment from its domains. 
The poem is full of most delectable teachings, and must be studied and not skimmed over as 
some poems may be, which, like the flute, give out a sweet tone, and yet are empty. 

The longer one dwells upon this noble, but unfinished, monument of the genius of Sir William 
Davenant, the more one's admiration of it increases; and it is to be regretted that the unjust 
attacks which were made against it (or whatever else was the cause) prevented its completion.

A most important piece— Dryden's ACTUAL FIRST PUBLICATION in book form. The rarity 
of this poem is too well-known to need many remarks, and we think it sufficient to say it escaped 
the vigilant researches of Mr. Malone and that it is not mentioned by Lowndes. 

The rarity can be accounted for by the fact that a few months after its publication the Restoration 
took place, and the author addressed a congratulatory Poem to the King ; an incident which Sir 
Walter Scott refers to in these words :— " It is singular the poet who solemnized by elegy the 
death of the Protector should have hailed the restoration of the Stuart line." This elegy was 
never acknowledged by the author in the collection of his work, though not forgotten by his 
enemies, and many years after its first appearance it was reprinted by one of his mean and malig- 
nant antagonists, with the hope of making him (Dryden) appear as an apostate, under the title 
of " An Elegy on the Usurper, Oliver Cromwell, by the author of ' Absalom and Achitophel.' " 

The poem consists of thirty-seven stanzas, written in the measure and somewhat in the manner 
of Gondibert. The flow of his versification improved, and his command of poetical language 
extended, but no marks were yet discovered of the luxuriance of early genius, or the overflow of 
a mind full of poetry ; nor are there any traces in his language from which we may collect that 
his curiosity had been directed to the study of great poets who flourished in the preceding age.

This excessively rare work contains no less than nineteen beautifully coloured etchings by George 
Cruikshank, representing some of his earliest and at the same time most characteristic work. 
The book is probably known but to very few admirers of the artist, and those who are aware of 
its existence would now search in vain for such a perfect copy as the above. It is very notable 
that there was no copy in the fine library of Mr. Mackenzie, which was remarkable as containing 
one of the finest assemblages of books relative to the stage, and of books illustrated by George 
and other Cruikshanks. It also may be worth recording that the work is not mentioned by either 
Lowndes or Allibone, and though mentioned in Reid's Catalogue of George Cruikshank's Works, 
it is described as five vols only, the compiler of that work being evidently unaware of the 
attempt to complete a sixth (of which only two numbers were issued, the remainder of the volume 
being made up with reprints of Old Plays, etc., to give subscribers return for their payments). 
The figures, which represent many of the mo»t famous actors and actresses in character that graced 
our stage, are exceedingly interesting and striking. From this feature alone the scarcity of the 
work could Ipe accounted for, as it is well known that for many years past the craze of extra- 
illustrating theatrical books and lives of individual actors has been at its highest, and for this
